Hurricane Hazel 


Threatens Cuba, 


Residents Duck 


MIAMI (U.R)—'The Navy ordered 
nearly 1,000 women and children 
into hurricane shelters a t its huge 
base on Cuba’s G uantanam o Bay 
today and sent its surface vessels 
scurrying to sea to escape the on­ 
coming fury of hurricane Hazel. 
The first light sprinkle of rain 
began falling on the base, a w arn­ 
ing of the 115-m ile-an-hour winds 
expected later.

Cuba’s first hurricane death was 
reported from Santiago on the 
extrem e eastw ard tip of the is­ 
land.

The big blow, eighth of the 
storm season, passed 
110 miles 
to the west of Port Au Prince, 
Haiti, during the m orning and the 
capital city of the thickly popu­ 
lated western section of Hispaniola 
reported highest winds of only 40 
miles an hour. 
No reports were received from 
the westermost p art of the island 
which juts like the barrel of a 
pistol a t Jam aica to the west.

LAW IN ACTION 
Trial Is To 


Give Justice, 


Not Delay 


(Editors Note: The State Bar of 
California offers this column so 
that you may known more about 
how to act under our laws. The 
column appears weekly in the In­ 
dependent-Journal.) 
M any people see court proce­ 
dure as a m ere tool of delay, of 
concern chiefly to lawyers and 
judges. But court rules are real 
tools of justice. 
The law is made up of two 
p arts—the “substantive” and the 
“p ro ced u rar law-. The first de­ 
fines rights, duties, 
and rem e­ 
dies. It enforces contracts and 
rights 
wrongs. 
It 
describes 
crimes and sets up punishm ents. 
People can see its worth. Pro­ 
cedural law tells w hat steps to 
take to put substantive law to 
work for us. 
DAY IN COURT 
Some of our m ost vital rights 
live in procedural law. A day in 
court m eans more th an the right 
to have your say before a judge 
and jury. It m eans your rights 
to be well represented before an 
im partial judge and jury, to have 
tim e to prepare for your trial. It 
m eans th a t you get due notice of 
the action against you: th a t the 
com plaint or indictm ent shall state 
a clear cause of action. Due pro­ 
cess of law* m eans th a t you shall 
meet your accusers face to face; 
to cross-exam ine them . It m eans 
th a t you can present evidence in 
your own behalf. 
The law of procedure tells you 
how to appeal your case to high­ 
er courts when you feel th a t you 
have not had a fair trial. 
Procedural 
law 
comes 
down 
to us from years of experience in 
the 
courts 
of 
m any 
lands. 
Through the centuries procedure 
tends to become cumbersome, but 
it has had great periods of reform. 
In America we have had many 
good changes in our court pro­ 
cedure. In the United States we 
tend to give our courts the power 
to change their rules. 
Throughout its history, the State 
Bar has helped to study and im ­ 
prove court rules. The aim is a 
simple set of rules to do justice 
with speed, uniform ity, and fair­ 
ness.

Friday May Mark New Era 
In History Of Comic Books 


A new code of ethics for publishers of 


c o m ic books has been promised Fridav by 


Charles F. Murphy, “czar” of the industry. 
In the meantime he has banned the dis­ 
tribution of comic books concentrating on 
horror, terror and “gory crime.” 
T he 
ban—and the 
new 
code are, 
of 
course, not binding on the few publishers 
who refused to join with the majority last 
month 
in appointing Murphy to police 
comic books. At that time he was a Nfcw 
York City magistrate who had given much 
time and thought to the problems of ju\e- 
nile delinquency. 


Surveys ha\e found that nine out of 10 
young children, whatever their social back­ 
ground or mental endowment, read comic 
books; eight out of 10 between 12 and 17, 
and two out of every five males between 
18 and 30. About 100 million copies appear 
on the new stands every month and each 
copy probably has a number of readers. 


Newspaper comic strips date from the late 
1890s. First was the Yellow Kid, a triangu­ 
lar sort of youth; then came the Katzenjam- 
mer Kids and Happy Hooligan. Today more 


than half of them make no attempt to be 
“comic,” but are in effect serialized adven­ 


ture stories. 


The gold mine in publishing them in 
book form really began with putting Super­ 
man on newsstand sale in 1938. 
A majoritv of the comic books are admit­ 
tedly unobjectionable, and a small minority 
admittedly objectionable. 
In between 
lie 
hundreds about which opinions differ mark­ 
edly. 


7 he obviously lurid, sadistically abnor­ 
mal, or pornographical ones have provoked 
legislation to supress them. Appointment 
of Murphy by the publishers is a move to 
forestall compulsory censorship by volun­ 
tary policing. 
Murphy has a real job to accomplish this. 
His code must be two things, both effective 
and practical. Regardless of what high ideals 
he sets, they will fail if they aren’t accepted 
in fact by the industry as they have been 
accepted, sight-unseen, in principle. 
We hope that Friday’s code unveiling will 
mark a new and hopeful era in the history 
of comic books. 


World Could Use Another Columbus 


T he world’s debt to Columbus stems not 
so much from his explorations, as such, but 
from his vision which helped break the 
shackles of fear and superstition attending 
the concept of a flat world. 


Although Columbus proved his theory and 
his courage nearly 500 years ago, his exam­ 
ple by no means convinced men then or 
now, 
that 
the superstition 
he dispelled 


might hint the fallacy of other superstitions. 


Today, on Columbus Day, we still find 
many individuals devoted to the belief that 
their lives are governed by luck or by the 
movement of planets billions of miles away 
or by prophecies based on a deck of cards 
or a crystal ball. 
Truly, the woild could use another Co­ 
lumbus, or common sense. 


Summer Over, Clean-up Time At Hand 


Now’ that summer is over and vacations 
«re out of the way, many a Marin household­ 
er is looking toward the backyard for a week­ 
end of cleaning up. 


Summer flowers must be rooted out, gar­ 
den furniture preserved against the winter 
rains, and the sand from junior’s box sifted 
and put back in place for next \ear. 


Neighborhoods too, doldrums of summer 
months out of the way, look toward clean­ 
ups. They want to get the last vestige of 
w eed s cut before early rains are lapped up 
to start another generation of unsightly vege­ 
tation.

Confab Pinpoints 


Need For Caution 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) 
— If 
the annual governor’s conferences 
on traffic safety do nothing else, 
they at least center attention for 
a short tim e on the m any prob­ 
lems arising from the increasing 
congestion of C alifornia’s high­ 
ways. They bring to public a t­ 
tention the need for exercising 
the utm ost caution in handling 
the automobile. 
This was pointed up, not as a 
m atter of statistics on how m any 
people are killed on the high­ 
ways each year, for th a t infor­ 
m ation has become alm ost com­ 
monplace, by J. O. M attson, the 
president 
of 
the 
Automotive 
Safety Foundation of W ashing­ 
ton, D. C. He asks a few ques­ 
tions regarding the problem, and 
points out the need for under­ 
standing the problem in the light 
of future traffic. 


“IF WE COULD 
turn 
back 
time 20 years,” he says, “in tra f­ 
fic safety work, retaining the ad­ 
vantage of all the experience and 
knowledge gained in th a t period 
of the past, w’ould we m ake the 
same mistakes, tolerate the same 
shortcom ings, and fall short of 
foreseeing the full extent of de­ 
velopments and needs 
of 
the 
period? Would we be satisfied 
w ith short-sighted planning in 
our program for safer and more 
efficient 
highway 
transporta­ 
tion?” 


Obiously, says M attson, once 
the state director of motor ve­ 
hicles in California, the answer 
is No.

points to the future 
and 
will, 
says M attson, ‘‘as long 
as 
we 
continue to kill anywhere near 
38,000 people and injure more 
th an a million others in traffic 
accidents throughout the United 
S tates.” 
While 
this 
situation 
exists, the people haven't done 
the job th a t needs to be done, 
he points out. 


“If we have learned nothing 
else from the 
past,” 
M attson 
says, “I believe we have learned 
the danger of shooting too low 
in our planning for the future 
improvements. 
We 
may 
never 
reach ideal objectives, but the 
sure way to fall short is to set 
our sights too low” 


THE QUESTIONS th a t arise 
now include: how m any motor 
vehicles wdll we have in years to 
come; w hat will have to be done 
to provide the facilities they will 
need, and w hat will be necessary 
then to assure reasonable safety 
in operation of the m otor vehi­ 
cle? 


Predictions already have been 
made, he said, 
th a t 
by 
1975, 
there will be a total m otor ve­ 
hicle registration of about 85 
million. Truck registrations are 
expected to double in the next 20 
years. And, the growth of m otor 
vehicle usage in California is no­ 
ticeably higher th an it is for the 
nation as a whole. 


“California.” he said, “is go­ 
ing to have to raise its sights if 
It hopes to keep pace with tra f­ 
fic. volumes, and the atten d an t 
accident problem.” 


IT *VAS IN 1946 th at the state 
Legislature asked the Automo­ 
tive Safety Foundation to under­ 
take a 
state-w ide 
engineering 
study of highway needs in Cali­ 
fornia. This was the first study 
of its kind in the county, and 
out of it, M attson says, came the 
program for highway improve­ 
m ent, which involves additional 
freeways, expressways and other 
conveniences designed to 
pro­ 
tect the m otorist. Also, an addi­ 
tional gas tax charge. 


Despite the stepped-up high­ 
way program, the state contin­ 
ues to fall behind in keeping up 
with traffic needs, and even with 
renewed building plans, M attson 
says th at w hat California is do­ 
ing today cannot be considered 


the final answrer.

REPORT ON YOUR GOVERNMENT-II 
Special Task Force Being Formed 


To Enforce New Communist Law 


(NOTE: Second in a series 
of articles written as a mid­ 
term report by top executives 
in the Eisenhower Administra­ 
tion.)

A special task force is being 
formed in the 
D epartm ent 
of 
Justice for vigorous enforcem ent 
of new legislation aimed at forc­ 
ing removal of Com m unist-dom ­ 
inated leaders of C om m unist-in­ 
filtrated organizations and labor 
unions. 
The move is one erf a series of 
steps being taken by the D epart­ 
m ent to im plement the anti-sub­ 
versive laws recently enacted by 
Congress and signed by Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower. 
The special unit is being es­ 
tablished w ithin the Internal Se­ 
curity Division, headed by As­ 
sistant A ttorney G eneral W il­ 
liam F. Tompkins. T h at division 
was created this past summer to 
co-ordinate more effectively the 
work of sm ashing the K rem lin- 
directed Com m unist conspiracy 
in the United States. 


PIN-POINTING TARGETS 
The new law m akes available 
the m achinery of the Subversive 
Activities Control Board to de­ 
term ine if an organization, either 
business or labor and in a stra ­ 
tegic position to affect national 
security, has been infiltrated by 
Communists to such an extent 
th at its loyal members are help­ 
lessly dom inated. 
The new legislation provides a 
weapon for ending Communist 
infiltration into business organ­ 
izations and labor unions. The 
D epartm ent of Justice will do 
everything it can to help the 
thousands of loyal workers free 
themselves from dom ination by 
a comparatively few subversive 
leaders. 
Mr. 
Tompkins 
assured 
me, 
“The special staff will insure 
th a t the press of other duties 
does not delay this job. Attorneys 
already hard at w'ork 
on 
the 
program will be able to devote 
their full energies to it without 
interruption.” 
The departm ent will not take 
any action against any organi­ 
zation on the basis of rum or or 
uncorroborated evidence. Conse­ 
quently, this task 
force 
faces 
long hours of tedious legal and 
investigative work. Close co-op­ 
eration with the FBI is assured. 


COMMUNIST TECHNIQUE 
Infiltration is not a new weap­ 
on of the Communist conspiracy. 
Neither is labor a new target. 
Communists always preach th a t 
control of labor 
unions 
is 
of 
prime im portance in the devel­ 
opm ent of a Communist revolu­ 
tion, particularly in this country. 


They reaffirm ed this aim and 
method at a national 
meeting 
just a year ago. The FBI has re ­ 
ported th a t m ajor Communist in ­ 
roads have been made in some 
Unions in the m aritim e, mining, 


No Safety 
NEW HAVEN (U.R;—Henry Breu- 
nig installed a wood-burning fu r­ 
nace after an oil burner explosion.

The FBI reports th a t a great 
effort is being made to place 
Communists of all walks of life 
in strategic industries which, if 
disrupted, could m aterially affect 
not only our defense production 
but our day-to-day living. 
A sim ilar investigation by the 
Justice D epartm ent i£ under way 
on a much broader front in view 
of another new law. T h at is the 
so-called im m unity law. Under 
it, im m unity 
from 
prosecution 
m ay be granted by a court to 
witnesses in 
treason, 
espionage 
and other subversive cases who 
would otherwise refuse to testify 
on the grounds they would in­ 
crim inate themselves. 


NEW WAY OUT 
This second law should go far 
toward halting a growing abuse 
of the privilege against self-in­ 
crim ination. While 
no 
citizen 
m ay 
be 
compelled 
to 
testify 
against himself, he violates his 
duty as a citizen when he sup­ 
presses other facts about crim i­ 
nal activity known to him. 
Persons enm eshed in the Com­ 
m unist consipracy have wanted 
to break with 
it, 
once 
they 
learned its real aim of destroy­ 
ing this nation as we know' it. 
Some have done 
so, 
and 
the 
knowledge they 
have 
brought 
the D epartm ent has helped im ­ 
m easurably in 
the 
battle 
to 
m ake this nation secure. 
O thers have been 
afraid 
of 
prosecution. 
They 
have 
been 
sickned by the true m eaning of 
the Communist conspiracy. Yet, 
by m aintaining silence they have 
failed to rejoin the 
ranks 
of 
loyal Americans. The immunity 
law provides a new inducem ent 
for them to go to the FBI and 
tell their story. 


LOSS OF CITIZENSHIP 
Director J. Edgar Hoover of 
the FBI has revealed th a t some 
Communists and form er Commu­ 
nists are availing themselves of 
this opportunity. 
Congress also provided strong 
new deterrents against subver­ 
sion. Com munist leaders here­ 
after convicted of conspiring to 
advocate the forcible overthrow 
of our government will be deemed 
to have forfeited their citizen­ 
ship. 
Penalties for harboring fugi­ 
tives or jum ping bail have been 
increased. The sabotage and es­ 
pionage laws have been fitted to 
modern conditions. 
Governm ent 
workers convicted of certain fel­ 
onies, including m atters of sub­ 
version or false statem ents on 
subversion, will be denied gov­ 
ernm ent pensions. 
All this work of the depart^ 
m ent Is p art and parcel of the 
A dm inistration program of ut­ 
terly destroying the Communist 
party, U.S.A. Eighty-one of its 
leaders have been convicted un­ 
der the Sm ith 
act. 
Tw'enty-six 
others have been found guilty 
since January, 1953, under other 
laws. D enaturalization proceed­ 
ing'; have been brought against 
43 subversives and deportation 


proceedings have been brought 
against more than 350 others In 
the same period. 


ORDERLY CAMPAIGN 
W ith the creation of the In ­ 
ternal Security 
Division, 
this 
work has been carried on w ith­ 
out impairing any of the many 
other functions of the D epart­ 
m ent of Justice. 
While the th reat to our se­ 
curity is very real, it m ust not 
be allowed to 
create 
hysteria 
which would imperil the very 
way of life all true Americans 
wish to protect. 


The 
A dm inistration 
program 
to strengthen our internal 
se­ 
curity is proceeding successfully. 
It is being carried out profes­ 
sionally, 
calmly, 
methodically 
and with full regard 
for 
due 
process of law and the C onstitu­ 
tional rights of every citizen. It 
shall be continued in th at m an­ 
ner—at an increasing tempo.

Split Season Out 


Marin County, for the first time 
in many years has enjoyed the 
best trout fishing this past sea­ 
son. 
Under the able management of 
Willis Evans, biologist of the De­ 
partment of fish and game a new 
program was enacted. Catchable 
size trout have been planted dur­ 
ing the entire season, and this 
year the split trout season affect­ 
ing the lakefc was discarded and 
fishing was permitted during the 
entire season—and it has been 
wonderful. James Peters of the 
Municipal Water District and of­ 
ficials of the Marin Rod and Gun 
Club have worked with Evans and 
were proud to announce that trout 
fishermen in this area are well 
satisfied with the program and 
especially the results. 
Over 50,000 small trout were 
planted in Kent lake this season. 
By next season these fish should 
be six to eight inches in length. 
This is the first plant in the new 
reservoir. 
While we don’t agree with the 
catchmg methods used by many 
of the fishermen—we hope that 
by next year they will have learned 
to catch these hand-raised trout 
by the art of angling by fly, lure 
and if necessary the normal pro­ 
cedure of bait fishing 
August plantings of catchables 
totaled 1.370,000 for the highest 
| single month plant yet. The pre­

This is a serious 
problem and can lead to untold 
damage to our fish life if action 
; is not taken at once. 
The council appointed a com­ 
mittee to look into this situation 
at once picking a representative 
from each county.

Taken As Season Ends 


With the closing of the coastal! 
deer season on Sept. 12, approxi­ 
mately 25 per cent more deer were 
taken over the entire state. 
In Marin a near peak of 978 
bucks were accounted for which 
i is a record kill. 


thLs matter be postponed until the 
delegates had discussed it with 
their organizations and at the next : 
meeting in December the dele- 
gates return with the authority to 
vote for joining or against it. 
The problem of commercial surf 
fishing on public beaches which 
Is causing considerable trouble in 
Sonoma County. There seems to 
be so many commercial fishermen 
and with larger equipment than I 
the sportsmen that they are tak­ 
ing over the public beaches and 
don’t give the regular sportsman a 
chance. They stretch their nets so 
far out that no fish get in to 
where individuals can get them. 
Investigation was ordered to get 
more facts on this problem before 
action would be taken.

This would keep 
the deer from people's yards and 
gardens, and it was pointed out 
that killing them could never stop j 
it because when you kill one deer 
another would be down to take 
its place. 
The next meeting of the Sports­ 
men’s Council of the Redwood Em- ! 
pire will be held at Fort Bragg on 
December 11. 


Tag returns, to date, indicate 
that California is well on the way 
to setting an all-time record deer 
kill for the coastal season. At the 
present time 27,541 tags have been 
counted as against 21.338 last year, 
and they are still pouring in. 
Only three counties failed to 
show increases over last year, Or­ 
ange, Riverside and San Mateo. 
Orange had the same number of 
kills as 1953, and the other two 
missed only one buck each. 
As usual Mendocino County re­ 
ported the highest number of kills 
with 4.574 compared wuth 4,028 at 
the same time last year. 
Counties 
reporting 
all

highs, and the number of kills to 
date include: Alameda 875, Con­ 
tra Costa 297, Kings 51, Lake 2.347, 
Marin 978, Mendocino 4,574, Mon­ 
terey 2.545, Napa 1,291, San Benito 
1,595, San Luis Obispo 1.930, Santa 
Barbara 1,164. Santa Clara 1.552, 
Santa Cruz 254, Solano 137, So­ 
noma 1,921, Stanislaus 555, Yolo 
521. 
The archery bag of 61 was in­ 
cluded in the grand total. 
Scores of Marin hunters are in 
the state of Nevada on their an­ 
nual deer hunt. Last year a great 
number were disappointed by be­ 
ing unable to secure their licenses, 
but this 
<>ar very few local nim- 
rods were turned down. 
This year, more than ever before 
Marin hunters have journeyed to 
Idaho, Utah and Montana in quest 
of Elk and large mule-tail deer. 
Every indication points to success 
for every group of hunters. Largest 
elk was taken by Reno Dell'Era 
which weighed in at 1000 pounds.

This split season will be four 
days longer than that of last year, 
and the first half will start seven 
days earlier. As to how this will 
affect 
shooting, 
only 
weather, 
which is unpredictable, will tell. 
Given a choice of a daily bag 
and possession limit of 10 birds 
or a daily bag limit of nine with 
15 allowed in possession, the com­ 
mission chose the former for Cali­ 
fornia hunters to abide by. 
The limit will actually be seven 
ducks, but three additional “bonus’* 
birds allowable if three of the 
widgeon, pintails tsprig) or a com­ 
bination of both species. 
It's indeed a rare flight of ducks 
in California's great valleys and 
marshes if 
sprig and 
widgeon 
aren’t present. So the limit will be 
virtually 10 ducks. And, of course 
a hunter may possess 10 sprig, 
one of our largest and beet eat­ 
ing waterfowl. 
The daily take of ducks, how­ 
ever, may not include more than 
one wood duck or one hooded 
merganser. 
Bag and possession limit on 
geese remains the same as last 
year—six birds, but not more than 
three of the dark species.

installations of the future and cut 
the cost of telephone service.

Squalid Home 


SAN FRANCISCO TP) — Police 
Officer 
Herman 
Jackson, 
w h o 
found two children playing in an 
alley at 3 a.m. yesterday, wrote 
this report: 
“We observed two little clots of 
humanity, 
hardly discernible as 
hum an beings. Their scanty cloth­ 
ing was filthy and threadbare, and 
their hair was down to their shoul­ 
ders. 
“They were both so badly flea- 
bitten they appeared to be sand­ 
blasted with broken glass. 
“Officer McCarthy and I coaxed 
the children to lead us to their 
home, which was in a three-story 
building. This flat was in a state 
of squalor beyond 
description— 
garbage piled up on the kitchen 
floor, one room almost completely 
filled with old newspapers. 
“The only food in the house was 
one can of 
tomato 
soup. 
The 
stench was almost unbearable and 
the fleas were ram pant. 
“There was one bed in the house 
and only one crib. On the bed we 
found the mother, with her 1-year- 
old daughter naked beside her. 
“In the front room, which was 
also in a state of undescribable 
filth, was another child in the nude 
sitting in a hunched position on 
the davenport with his arms wrap­ 
ped around himself and resembling 
a fugitive from a concentration 
camp.” 
The children's parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Harry Zappa, were charged 
with 
contributing 
to the delin­ 
quency of a minor. 
Police sent Mrs. Zappa, 30, and 
her children, the oldest of whom 
is six, to the hospital for treat­ 
ment for m alnutrition and expo­ 
sure—and scrubbing and disinfect­ 
ing. 
Officers said Zappa earned $90 
a week as a baker but had a great 
fascination for pinball machines 
and shuffleboard 
machines, 
at 
which he spends a considerable 
amount of money. 
Zappa said: 
“I guess I could’ve done better I 
if I'd cut out a lot of stuff th at’s 
unnecessary . . . Some people don’t 
knowr how hard it is. I guess I 
better get th at TV fixed up.”

The prisoners first asked news­ 
men to name an investigating 
committee, and readily accepted 
a suggestion that Mayor Wheeldon 
head it. 
Lindbergh said the men were 
eager to get the riot settled “be­

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WASHINGTON (A*)—Rep. Rees 
(R-Kan.) called on the Eisenhower 
administration today to spell out 
in public detail the operation of 
the government’s employee secu­ 
rity program, the center of new 
campaign controversy. 
Rees, chairman of the House 
Civil Service Committee, set Oct. 
20 as a deadline for a report by 
the Civil Service Commission “set­ 
ting forth specifically what consti­ 
tute subversive actions which are 
the basis for separation of fed­ 
eral employees under a security 
program.” 
Rees, a staunch supporter of the 
administration, spoke up in the 
wake of yesterday's announcement 
that 6.926 federal employees had 
been separated from their jobs as 
security risks of one kind or an- 


other. 
Democrats denounced the report ‘ 
as a “hoax.” 
Rees praised the administration j 
for “prompt action” in moving 
against subversives, but also urged I 
the Civil Service Commission to 
dig into its files for data to ex­ 
plain the operations of the Eisen­ 
hower security program. 
He said he had “always felt” 
th at any program dealing with 
employee problems “should be one 
based 
upon 
specific 
legislation 
spelling out more directly by Con­ 
gress the policy which is involved.” 
The present program was set up 
by presidential order effective May 
28, 1953. 
“I also believe that those who 
are disloyal or subversive should 
be fired for th at reason, with 


questions of doubt being resolved 
in the interest of the government.” 
Rees said in a telephone interview' 
from his home in Kansas. 
A crossfire of warm political re­ 
action was opened up after yes­ 
terday’s commission report, and it 
seemed likely to reverberate until 
election day, Nov. 2. 
The commission listed 6,926 fed­ 
eral workers—1,743 of them with 
some type of “subversive data” in 
their files—as having been re­ 
moved from the payroll for secu­ 
rity reasons, either by firing or 
resignation. The period covered 
was the 13 months prior to June 
30. 
The last previous report of the 
commission in March set the total 
then at 2.486, of whom 429 were 
in the subversive category.
